“Jorums," mixed *“toddies,"
cooling “beers,” and suff’ “brandies” cross the
ecunter! While from far and pear the huge, the
rmall, the fal, the sllm, the strong, the wenk,
blowing and puffing, with red faces made scarlet
by mop ln{lnd parspiration, lnercased by ex-
ertion—looking askent to that noonday tors
mentor—burry forward through the sweltering
crowds (o the neareat soda fountain, whers too
sudden bibulatlons cause endless sncexings,
and still hotter bodies, Were we Lo take up the
warious decoetions in alphabetiocal order, or Lo
commence with that drink whieh has bascome
#0 popular, we wonld speak of
Beer,
a8 having undoubted pre-emismence In our
ecommunity, Our fathers kpew not of this ou-
xious beversge. It is wrutwely n short
time ginee it was first in uced. The sudden
influx of thuat curlous yet staple forelgn ele-
ment, the Germans, to this western coantry,
BOOD brm:ghl. with it all the peculinrities which
were 8o nniversally observed in the Fatherland,
And among all thess Lhe greatest pecullarity
was "beer.” To our own paternals, striot in
oertaln teneta, the embodiments of like pecu-
Marities, and Inseparably wedded to thelr own
familiar “beers,” this advent of the Tentonie
peverage was new and strange. Buol to the
rising penarntion, who have kept pace with the
oconstant growiog popularity of beer, It {8 be-
oomiug almost a8 familiar, if not more so, than
nature's own sweet cooling druught.

How It Is Mado.

Theré are two kinds of “lager baer,” one for
winter and the other for summer use. The
former requires less brewlng, and is ready for
market as soon as made; the latter must be
stored away for many months in cool places
béfore it becpmes delectable to a German palate.
To rhrepnre this drink, s cold winter Is desirable,
In the fall of the year the malt 18 purchased,
and stored away untll about the 1st of Deécambaer,
It is then placed in lnrge mash-tubs, and sonked
for some time {o cold water. When suficlently
softened and swelled, warm witer is added, und
the temperature of the water inereased ¥ra-
doally nntil the whole manss |8 almost bolling.
This process extraois all tne shccharine matter
from the malt, leaving of the graln nothing but
the *“hull’ his Hguid 18 enlled wurt, The
liquor 15 drawn off hom the mash-tubs into
huge kettles. Hops are added, and the scathing
mass Is kKept bolling ror two hours. 1t Is then
carried Into Immense sheet-iron pans, termed
“goolers,’ to the depth of two or thres inches,
windows and doors are thrown wide open, and
soon thedrafis of wind cool the Hguld. It s then
drawn off into huge fermenting tubs, where a
little yeast 1s ndded o facilitate the fermenga-
tion. Here Lhe beer remalns from six 1o twelve
days, aemrdln% 1o the temperature of the atmo-

nere, imtil 1t has worked off all lmpurities,

he beer theh, in Its purlfied state, s drawn
into large tanks, holding from twenty to thirty
« barrels, and stored away 1n immense callars for
summer use. The process of manufucturing
hger beer oscuples nbout one mouth, afler
which Jt requires to stand about four mooths
before it 1s ready for use. The Winter beer Is
gimilarly made, but dogs nol require so moch
sook, and does not need Lo stand so long before

use.
Where It Is Kept,

If no other convenience {8 at hand, or if olr-
cumstances will not permitof any other accom-
sodations, urza larg are dug, roofed over
with soil, whic perally is made to have a

vovering of verdure to protect Lhe roof
—dirt, bea and all—from bevoming neated
by thesun, In many cases, brewers Lraosform
rogky cravices intosppoious tinlls, and by bDlast.
ing and drilling often exiend them far luto the
bosom of theearth, In order that the suscept)-
ble beverage may not be lufluonged by the
deleterions effects of warm s atmosphare,

The digging of these lmunense stone-honse
eellars s the great obstacle Lhe brewers have to
eontend with, and could they bat obtain these
st Joas expense, the manufacture ot lager beer
would be doubled,

The Brewer's Harvest

comes with the adveni of thé sultry season.
When piring Teutous and sweltorinﬁ maen
enerally seek for yjome cooling dra Lo Mt
em up,” whioh 1L often doel most sdeatually,
from the ‘sowels of the earth—whets, durlng
the ¥ nter and spring months Lhey have besn
La silent repose—gome the bmrrels and kegs.
